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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that Kim (US 2002/0183637) 
fails to anticipate independent claims 1,10,19, and 20 because Kim's method comprises generating a template with a first set of events, 
validating the template with a second set of events, and updating the template with a third (not the previously defined second) set of 
events, as claimed. However, under its broadest reasonable interpretation, the "second selected events" could be interpreted or defined 
as any and all events after the first events. So although Kim may or may not use the same beats for template validation and template 
updating, all of these events can be interpreted as subsets of the "second selected events" that follow the first events . 
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
